In Claim 1, lines 1-3, change "A method comprising: forming a tapered electrode for a phase- 
change memory cell; and forming a trench using the tapered electrode as a mask" to ~A method 
of forming a phase-change memory cell comprising: forming a tapered electrode for a phase- 
change memory cell over a substrate; forming junctions below said tapered electrode: forming a 
plurality of layers of different doping levels in said substrate: and forming a trench in said layers 
using the tapered electrode as a mask" 

In Claim 8, line 1 change "The method of claim 7" to ~ The method of claim I--. 
In Claim 9, line 1 change "The method of claim 7" to - The method of claim 1~.
